I come to bring a message this 
morning on a text I never before 
preached from—a text I never 
heard anybody else preach from 
in my life. It is found in Proverbs, 


chapter 21, verse 4, “An high look, 
and.a proud heart, and the plow- 
ing of the wicked, is sin.” 


Now that is a strange text, -but 
there is a message wrapped up in 
it. I pray God will open our 
hearts to it. . 


Why would it be wicked for a 
man to plow? Why would. it be 
a sin for a man to hitch up his 
team and plow, or to start his 
tractor and hitch up to the gang 
plow and plow? Why is the plow- 
ing of the wicked a sin? Why is 


. Jt a_sixeewhen a wicked man.gath- 


ers his corn or separates his milk 
or does any other part of his 
work? 


The Sin of Ingratitude 


“The plowing of the wicked is 
sin.” Consider first the terrible 
presumption and the ingratitude 
of any man who goes out to till 
God’s ground, who expects to get 
his food from God’s earth, expects 
God’s sunshine and God’s rain and 
God’s providential care continued 


every day but who doesn’t expect 
to love and serve God. Think of 
the wickedness of a man who is 
against God, who doesn’t love God, 
who has a wicked heart—a man 
who is unconverted but who ex- 
pects God’s cooperation in making 
a living. That is wicked, don’t 
you see it is? It is true that God 
allows the rain to come on the 
just and the unjust. It is true, 


according to the Scripture, that 
He smiles every day on the wicked 
and: loves them and by His good- 
ness He tries to win them. But 
how. wicked it is, how presumptu- 
ous is the man who goes on to 
make a living, who plows his 
ground and sows his seed, who 


"y@aps” his “graiti, ahd who attends 


to the farm and is not a Christian. 


Suppose that here is a child, a 
boy who is taken into a home. 
He is treated as a son and is given 
every privilege there, and all the 
time in his wicked heart he hates 
the man and woman who have 
been good to him.

Great Crowds 


“The three weeks’ campaign 
opened Sunday night, February 11, 
with all standing room taken, in 
the big tabernacle that is con- 
servatively estimated to seat 2,000, 
in spite of the fact that the 
weather was very cold and streets 
and sidewalks were covered with 
snow and ice. There were light 
snows every few days throughout 
the entire campaign, yet, the 
tabernacle was practically filled 
every night with one exception 
when there was a downpour of 
rain. During the closing wéek 
the tabernacle was filled and peo- 
ple stood almost every night. On 
the closing Sunday night all

Wartime 


By Rev. Sam Morris 


(Seventh of a series of articles on 
Booze and the War) 

In World War I we established 
wartime prohibition to conserve 
vital war materials. During World 
War II we have forced our citi- 
zens by rationing regulations and 
other “red tape,” to conserve and 
save certain vital materials, and 
the booze crowd has been permit- 
ted to waste those same materials 
with an impunity that would 
shame the devil. 


Electricity 

The nation was urged to save 
electricity, but every night, across 
the nation, nearly a half-million 
beer taverns, night clubs, cocktail 
lounges, package stores, road- 
houses, honky-tonks ard other 
drink establishments with blaz- 
ing neon signs, bright lights 
and nickel-in-the-slot phonographs 
electrically operated have been 
open until the wee hours of the 


morning wasting that same pre- 
cious electricity. 

Good people are forced to save, 
and the booze crowd is permitted 
to waste the same material. 

Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, high- 
school classes and others have 
worked and gathered and salvaged 
wastepaper to help the war effort, 
and at the same time thousands 
upon thousands of tons of paper 
have been used for beer, wine and 
whisky containers to ship the 
foaming suds or sparkling fire- 
water across the country. 


Scrap Iron 

The WPB launched scrap-iron 
drives, and broken stoves, old beds 
and springs, junked plows, trac- 
tors, drills, sweeps, rusty pipes, 
wrecked cars and every other con- 
ceivable bit of scrap iron was col- 
lected by men, women, boys and 
girls and piled in patriotic heaps 
on school grounds and courthouse 
lawns. 


At the same time this was hap- 
pening, the WPB was allocating 
to the distillers and brewers thou- 
sands of tons of steel out of which 
to make whisky-barrel hoops and 
beer-bottle caps. During one 
ninety-day period near Christmas, 
1943, there were manufactured 
and stored in the warehouse of 
one Louisville distillery twenty 
thousand new whisky barrels. 
Each barrel had six hoops, each 
of which weighed approximately 
two pounds. That meant twelve 
pounds to each barrel. Multiply 
twenty thousand by twelve and 
divide. the total by two thousand, 
the number of pounds in a ton, 
and you will have 120 tons of iron 
and steel wasted on whisky bar- 
rels! 

That was one of the many dis- 
tillers. 


Figure for yourself the total 
waste for all the distillers across 
the nation. 

In 1942, while the WPB was 
begging and pleading with the 
people to save scrap iron, it allo- 
cated to the brewers 80,000 tons 
of virgin steel out of which to 
make caps for beer bottles! 
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Tin Cans 


A tin-salvage campaign was 
likewise waged across the nation. 
Men could not obtain fresh tubes 
of shaving cream unless they re- 
turned their empty ones. To ob- 
tain new tubes of tooth paste, con- 
sumers were required to return 
the empty tubes. Tinfoil was 


withheld from packages of chew- 
ing gum, and little children were 
urged to save that used to wrap 
candy bars. Tin-can drives were 
launched. Housewives were urged 
to wash every can clean, tear off 
the wrapper, remove the ends and 
press them flat. These containers 
were needed because tin cans were 
98 per cent usable steel, 1 per cent 
usable copper and 1 per cent 
usable tin. This tin, copper and 
steel were needed to manufacture 
guns, shells, bombs, tanks, air- 
planes and other weapons of war. 
The Brewers Kept the Tin Cans 


Patriotic housewives by the mil- 
lions who loved their fighting sons 
carefully saved huge piles of tin 
cans, 


That is as it should be, but what 
about the brewers? Well, the 
WPB made a special arrangement 
with them and other soft-drink 
distributors. In the cafés, hotels, 
restaurants andg@ther institutional 
establishments where the large No. 
10 and larger-sized cans with a 
capacity of one gallon or more 
were used, they were required to 
place the big cans out for collect- 
ing, and those who collected them 
were allowed to use half of all 
they collected to make bottle caps. 


In other words, while patriotic 
housewives were collecting tin 
cans to help win the war, the 
beer-haulers were collecting tin 
cans under the pretense of helping 
the war, but in reality they were 
collecting them in order that they 
might have one-half of all they col- 
lected to make caps for beer bot- 
tles. 


The Louisville newspapers car- 
ried an article on December 8, 
1943, headed “Bottle Caps Dearth 
Over.” It was an Associated 
Press dispatch by John De Jong 
of New York announcing that bot- 
tles and bottle caps were no 
longer a problem to the brewing 
industry. In giving the various 
measures by which the shortage 
of beer-bottle caps had been alle- 
viated the article declared, “Now 
bottle caps are made from re- 
claimed tin cans which are fiat- 
tened and punched and the shear- 
ings are sent to detinning plants.” 


The same old story. National 
leaders requested the good people 
and the patriotic housewives to 
save and help win the war but 
permitted the booze business to 
wickedly waste the same material. 

And we as good people are only 
too glad to thus cooperate with 
our Government. We are. not 
complaining about that. What we 
are complaining about is_ that 
booze should thus be given a free 
hand and a priority to waste such 
vital materials. 


Beer or Bread 


Lend-lease during the war and 
the problem of feeding the starv- 
ing millions of the depleted war- 
torn nations of Europe and. Asia 
after the war call for the conser- 
vation of our national food sup- 
plies. 

That is the meaning of the na- 
tional and international food con- 
ferences. 

That is the meaning of many of 
our rationing regulations. 

That is the meaning of our “vic- 
tory gardens.” 

That is the reason for the 
frantic appeals to American farm 
families and stock-raisers to plant 


‘and cultivate every acre possible. 


* But while these conferences 
have been held, while these ration 
regulations have been imposed, 
while these “victory gardens’ 
have been grown, and while these 
farmers and stockmen have been 
working early and late with in- 
sufficient help, the Government 
has permitted the breweries to 


proceed with unrestricted opera- 
tions night and day, using millions 
of bushels of vital food grains. 


According to the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics of the 
United States Department of Ag- 
ricuiture, the 1942 record of the 
breweries’ wicked waste of valu- 
able grains was as follows: 


60,406,000 bushels of barley; 
10,953,000 bushels of corn; 
3,670,000 bushels of rice. 


In gther words, during 1942, 
more than seventy-five million 
bushels of vital food grains were 
brewed into beer rather than 
turned into bread. 


The 1943 record shows the same 
wicked waste. 


According to War Food Admin- 
istration records, the 1943 report 
shows that 2,383,069,587 pounds of 
malted barley, 721,680,908 pounds 
of corn and 152,038,154 pounds of 
rice were consumed in the produc- 
tion of beer. That makes a total 
of fifty-four million bushels. That 
much grain turned into bread and 
food for the starving millions of 
Europe and Asia would serve a 
far greater and more noble pur- 
pose than if that grain were made 
into beer to be drunk in the tav- 
erns, roadhouses and honky-tonks 
of America. 


That same amount of grain used 
for stock feed would produce ap- 
proximately two million pounds of 
meat or fats daily. But while it 
was being thus wasted for beer, 
farmers and stockmen were being 
forced to kill and sell poultry and 
stock because of lack of grains 
upon which to feed them. In 


other instances they were feeding’ 


wheat while the brewers were rot- 
ting corn in the beer vats. 


H. F. Stoke of Roanoke, Vir- 
ginia, writing in The Christian 
Advocate, declared aptly: ‘Every 
time my wife patriotically sal- 
vages a spoonful of grease, her 
efforts are nullified by someone’s 
drinking a bottle of beer.” 


“The Whisky Holiday” 


World War II proved a financial 
boon to whisky distillers. At the 
beginning of the war, their ware- 
houses were bulging with a four 
and one-half years’ supply of hard 
liquors. They were operating only 
part of the time. Therefore the 
Government prohibited them from 
making whisky and set them to 
manufacturing industrial alcohol 
and alcohol for war purposes. 
There was much beating of the 
tom-tom and blaring of the bugle 
because of their patriotism. But 
by July, 1944, their patriotic fer- 


‘vor had cooled and they brought 


such pressure to bear upon the 
national leaders that they were 
given a month’s “holiday” during 
August so that they could replen- 
ish their depleted whisky supplies. 

Representative Rees of Kansas 
expressed the shame and wicked 
wastefulness of such a decision 
when he declared on the floor of 
Congress: 

For many months there has 
been a dire shortage of feed in 
this country. The shortage has 
been so acute we have imported 
grain from Canada free of tariff 
in order to provide additional sup- 
plies of feed for our livestock and 


|poultry. Only a few weeks. ago 


the War Food Administrator was 
directed by the War Department 
to freeze 70,000,000 bushels of 
corn so the Government could 


have it in the manufacture of air-| 


planes. Livestock men and farm- 
ers throughout the country are in 
need of grain to produce poultry 
and beef and pork. In the face of 
all this the administration sees fit 
to turn about 70,000,000 bushels 
of grain to be used for the manu- 
facture of alcoholic liquors. They 
say, of course, they are not going 


to use supplies of corn, but they 
are going to use approximately | 
70,000,000 bushels of wheat and 
rye needed right now, not only for 
feed but for human consumption. 

So once again the good people 
of the nation saw political leaders 
in places of power in Washington 
sanction the wicked waste of vital 
materials which are needed to win 
the war and fortify the peace of 
the world. Good people could 
work and save and do without and 


millions could starve for bread, 
but the night-club crowd and the 
[patrons of the beer joint and 
honky-tonk must have what they 
want.

In some ways we could 
have wished more for the cam- 
paign, but actually it is the great- 
est of its kind ever held in this 
city—including the campaigns of 
Moody and Torrey and others.

God is proving through a few of 
His servants that the days of 
“mass evangelism” have not 
passed, but that when God’s peo- 
ple meet the conditions and pay 
the price, He is still willing to 
give old-time revivals in the old- 
time way. 


If you want revival in your own 
heart, in your church, in your 
town, remember God's recipe for 
a revival is found in II Chronicles 
7:14: “If my people, which are 
called by my name, shall humble 
themselves, and pray, and seek 
my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land.”

Here in the book of Acts we have 
the historical account of it, in the 
ninth chapter. Then in chapter 
twenty-two, we listen to Paul 
standing on the castle steps in 
Jerusalem, reciting the story again 
to his Jewish brethren, and here 
in the twenty-sixth chapter, he 


stands before King Agrippa and 
Festus and tells over more the 


wonderful story of the way the 
grace of God met him when he 


was a persecutor, and broke him 
down and brought him to a sav- 
ing knowledge of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


And if you turn over to Gala- 
tians 1:13-16 you will hear him 
tell the same story again, dwelling 
first on the story of his own wick- 
edness and then telling of the won- 


um chgful change that took place 


en Christ was revealed to him 
and finally saying that ‘henceforth 
he will glory alone in Him.’ —

Timothy, once more he relates the 
story of his conversion, and he 
tells how God received him by 
grace to make hifm a pattern of 
fhose who should hereafter believe.

but Paul could not forget them. 
He never could forgive himself for 
having lifted up his hand against 
the followers of the Lord Jesus 
He refers to it again and 
again. But he says, “I obtained 
mercy, because I did it ignorantly 


in unbelief.” In one place he says, 
“T verily thought with myself, that 
I ought to do many things con- 
trary to the name of Jesus of 
Nazareth. Which things I did.” 
‘I thought I ought to do these 
things.’ He had been so obsessed 
with the idea that the gospel of 
the grace of God was a delusion, 
was a heresy, that he had felt it 
was incumbant upon him to do all 
he could to rid the earth of any- 
thing so pestilent, but the grace 
of God met him at last, “and the 
grace of our Lord was exceeding 
abundant with faith and love 
which is in Christ Jesus. This is 
a faithful saying, and worthy of 
all acceptation, that Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sin- 
ners: of whom I am chief. How- 
beit for this cause I obtained 
mercy, that in me first Jesus 
Christ might shew forth all long- 
suffering, for a pattern to them 
which should hereafter believe on 
him to life everlasting.” 


Paul a Pattern Convert 


- He was a pattern convert. In 
other words, the conversion of the 
apostle Paul was a pattern con- 
version. Now everybody does not 
see.a light shining from Heaven in 
the sense that he did. But every- 
body who becomes converted is 
illuminated by the Spirit of God 
and beholds by faith the risen 

Christ. But then, more 
than that, when he said that he 
was ‘a pattern to those who should 
hereafter believe,’ I think he was 
looking on to a time when his own 


Jewish brethren will have their 
eyes opened and when they will 
see a light from Heaven and will 
hear the voice of the Son of God, 
and when they will look up and 
say, “What are those wounds in 
Thy hands?” And He will answer, 
“Those with which I was wounded 
in the house of my friends.” 

You remember in the fifteenth 
chapter of I Corinthians when he 
is speaking of the witnesses to the 


resurrection, he mentions the im- 


mediate apostles of our Lord Jesus 
Christ and others, and then he 
says, “And last of all he was seen 
of me also, as of one born out 
of due time.” Now I think the 
thought that most people almost 
unconsciously connect with that 
is this: “I was not there in the 
beginning; I was not among those 
who had the testimony when 
Christ first came forth from the 
tomb; I did not see Him during 
the forty days in which He ap- 
peared to His disciples, instructing 
them concerning the kingdom of 
God. I came in later on; I was 
born to late to experience what 
they experienced in the begin- 
ning.” But that is not what he is 
saying. He is saying just the very 
opposite. The expression translated 
“born out of due time” might real- 
ly be rendered one born before his 
time, for the word is really born 
“as an abortion.” What does He 
mean, “one born before the time’? 
Some day when the Lord Jesus is 
revealed from Heaven, and Israel 
shall look upon Him Whom they 
pierced, a nation shall be born 
in a day. He says, ‘I was born 
before the time. I came in ahead; 
but I am a pattern of what is 
going to take place afterwards.’ 


But of course he is also a pat- 


tern to us; a pattern convert, and: 


a pattern evangelist, and a pattern 
missionary, and we can learn a 
great deal by noting what the Holy 
Spirit of God has revealed concern- 
ing him, his message and his meth- 
od. So, in the first place, let us nev- 
er forget, if we are going to carry 
the gospel to others, there must 
be a very definite knowledge of 
our own salvation. We can never 
forget that, if we are going to be 
soul-winning Christians. There 
are a great many professed min- 
isters of the gospel who, even if 
you get them into a corner and 
pressed the question home upon 
them, “Are you certain that you 
have been born again?” would 
shake their heads and say, “Well, 
I don’t know.” I have had them 
say to me, “I leave that with God. 
I don’t know.” Well, I am not 
content to leave it with God! I 
want to be sure about it myself, 
because I learn from the Word of 
God it is His will that I should 
be sure. “These things have I 
written unto you that believe on 
the name of the Son of God; that 
ye may know that ye have eternal 
life.” (I John 5:13). 


“Glory to God, the Parson’s 
Converted!” 


I like to tell the story of Wil- 
liam Haslam’s conversion. It il- 
lustrates what I have in mind. He 
was a clergyman in the Church 
of. England, what we would call 
today a high churchman, a man 
of very reverent turn of mind, a 
man who believed that salvation 
was communicated through sacra- 
mental: observances, and that he 
was a divinely appointed agent, 
through whom the Spirit of God 
communicated grace to. those 
whom he baptized, and to whom 
he administered the Lord’s Supper, 
etc. He tells how he had gone 
to the Parish of Baldhu in Corn- 
wall and ministered there for a 
number of years among a very 
rough and uncouth and Godless 
people, although they all attended 
church. They came to church 
Sunday morning, and they spent 
Sunday afternoon carousing and 
fighting and drinking and gam- 
bling and one thing or another, 
and then went»through a Godless 
week and came back and took the 
sacrament next Sunday morning, 
with no change in their lives. 


One day Haslam was so troubled 


; 


about this that he went to visit 
a brother minister, a Mr. Aitken, 
and they got to talking together, 
and he said, “You know, I am so 
discouraged. I have tried and I 
have labored so hard and so long 
trying to do something for these 
people at Baldhu but I cannot 
seem to make any impression on 
them. They throng the church. 
They seem to respect me. They 
take the sacrament of the Lord’s 
supper, but it does not seem to 
improve them. They live just as 
wickedly as ever.” His friend 
turned to him and said, “Mr. 
Haslam, I fear the great trouble 
is that you have never been con- 
verted yourself.” “Why,” Mr. 
Haslam said, “whatever do you 
mean ?”’ And then he went back to 
recite all that he had gone through 
ecclesiastically and sacramentally. 
“Why,” he said, “what do you 
mean by saying that I have never 
been converted myself?” ‘Well,” 
the othér minister said, “I went 
through all that too, and I was 
awakened recently to realize I 
had never been born again; and 
I had to face my sins before God, 
and I have been saved, wonder- 
fully saved, and everything is dif- 
different now.” William Haslam 
could not understand it, but they 
sat up late talking it over. Finally, 
however, as Mr. Haslam was to 
leave early in the morning, his 
friend said, “Well, we had better 
not sit up longer; I will see you 
to your room.” He took a candle 
and led him down a hallway, flung 
open the door, and ushered him 
into a bedroom, and there in a 
corner was an old-fashioned four- 
poster bed with curtains all 
around it. “Now,” he said, “Mr. 
Haslam, I hope that you will have 
a good rest tonight. A very holy 
man of God died in that bed two 
weeks ago! Good night!” Mr. 
Haslam stood there with that 
candle in his hand, and looked at 
that bed, and he trembled, and 
he thought, ‘My, if I should die 
in it tonight, what would happen 
to me?’ And he realized that he 
had no assurance. With all his 
sacramentarianism, he had no as- 
surance of his soul’s salvation. He 
put in a very troubled night, and 
he was glad to escape out of that 
bed alive in the morning. Back to 
Baldhu he went, but not to forget 
what his friend had said to him. It 
kept rankling in his heart. He 
had no rest and peace. On Sun- 
day morning he stood up in his 
own church to read the lesson for 
the day—it was in the first chap- 
ter of the epistle to the Romans, 
he came to the words, “I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: 
for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to everyone that be- 
lieveth: to the Jew first, and also 
to the Greek. For therein is the 
righteousness of God revealed 
from faith to faith: “(verse 16). 
In a moment, what his friend had 
been trying. to tell him burst upon 
his soul, and he was so overcome 
with emotion, he could not go on 
reading; he stood there choking, 
with tears running down his face, 
and an old Cornishman who had 
been converted through Billy Bray 
and had been praying for his rec- 
tor for years, who sat in one of 
the front seats, sprang to his feet 
and shouted, as only a Cornishman 
can shout, “Glory to God! The 
parson’s converted!” And that was 
the beginning of a great work of 
grace in Baldhu that actually went 
on until Haslam said he could not 
find one unconverted person left 
in the parish. One after another 
they were brough to Christ, and 
then he began moving out and 
poaching on other men’s parishes 


‘until they complained to the 


Bishop about this restless minister, 
coming over into their parishes 
and preaching, and the Bishop 
sent for him and said, “Mr. 


Haslam, how is this? I hear that}: 


you are preaching all the time and 
in all sorts of places.” “Why,” he 
said, “my-Lord Bishop, I assure 
you I only preach in two seasons 
of the year.” “Oh,” he said, “I 


am relieved to hear that. What/ 


seasons are they, pray?” “In 
season and out of season!” he said. 
God had done for William Haslam 
what He did for Saul of Tarsus. 
He made him a flaming evangelist 
of the grace of God. 


What a wonderful thing it is to 
be converted! What a real thing 
it is to have to do with God and 
to know Christ! Paul says, “But 
when it pleased God, who sep- 
arated me from my mother’s 
womb, ... to reveal his Son” not 
only to me, but ‘in me, ... ime 
mediately I conferred not with 
flesh and blood, that I might 
preach him among the heathen.’ 
So then, that is the first thing; a 
genuine experience of the saving 
grace of God, and apart from that, 
no one can be a successful evan- 
gelist or missionary. You see, that 
is how people are made ministers. 
Notice the Lord said unto Paul, 
“I have appeared unto thee for 
this purpose, to make thee a min- 
ister” and that was before he had 
gotten any training. Well, of 
course, he had gone to a seminary, 
but he was unconverted at the 
time. He sat at the feet of 
Gamaliel. But he went to another 
school afterwards. He went down 
into the wilderness, and there in 
the seminary of the wilderness, the 
same seminary that Moses attend- 
ed for forty years, before he got 
his degree; the same seminary in 
which Elijah spent so much time; 
and where David spent so much 
time; which our blessed Lord hon- 
ored by spending forty days there: 
—there in the wilderness God re- 
vealed to him the wonderful mes- 
sage that he was to carry to the 
world in days to come. But he 
was a minister even before that. 
The change wrought in his life 
had fitted him now to be a servant 
of God and go forth and make 
Christ known. 


Il. THE MINISTER MUST LOOK 
TO GOD ALONE UNSWAYED 
BY THE PEOPLE 


Then notice the seventeenth 
verse. The servent of God must 
be a man who looks to the Lord 
alone and is not swayed by the 
opinions of his fellow men: “De- 
livering thee from the people, and 
from the Gentiles...” Now there 
are two groups: the people and the 
Gentiles. Who are the people? 
Well, the people were God’s earth- 
ly people Israel as distinguished 
from the nations. 

God called out one special people 
to be the conservators of His cov- 
enant; and that people, the people 
of Israel, known in Paul’s day and 
in ours as the Jews. I know that 
somebody may write me a letter 
and say, “Don’t you know the dif- 
ference between Israel and the 
Jew? Don’t you know that Israel 
is Great Britain and the United 
States of America, and the Jews 
are somebody else.” No, I do not 
know the difference. I know that 
in the old days, Israel referred 
to the Northern Kingdom and 
Judah to the South and that Jew 
is the contraction of Judah. I 
know that the apostle Paul was a 
Benjamite, and said, ‘I also am an 
Israelite’ and ‘I am a Jew’: a man 
of Tarsus.” The Jews and Israel- 
ites today are one and the same 
people. And God says ‘they are 
the people.” We do not like to 
admit that, do we? They are the 
people. Wéll, if they are the peo- 
ple, who are the rest of us? Oh,

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just the nations—the Gentiles. 
And God says, ‘I am going to de- 
liver you from the people; I am 
going to deliver you from the Gen- 
tiles.’ In other words, Saul, you 
are going forth as my servant, and 
you are not to be subserviant 
neither to Jew or Gentile; and you 
are not to be afraid either of Jew 
or Gentile. 

So he said, as I quoted a few 
minutes ago, “immediately I con- 
ferred not with flesh and blood.” 
‘I did not ask anybody’s permission 
to do what I started to do. I be- 
gan to preach Christ as the Son 
of God.’ That did not mean, on 
the other hand, that he was in- 
different to the feelings of either 
Jew or Gentile; and it does not do 
for any servant of God to ignore 
the prejudices and the feelings of 
people. We are to consider one 
another; as Paul says, ‘I became 
all things to all men in order that 
I might gain the more.’ He says 
to the Jew, ‘I became as a Jew;’ 
to the Greek ‘I became as a 
Greek.’ What did he mean by 
that? Well, when he was preach- 
ing to the Jew, he based every- 
thing on the old Testament and 
he opened up these Scriptures, and 
showed how they all pointed on to 
Christ and His redemptive work. 
But when he talked to the Gentile, 
he did not begin like that. They 
had never had the Old Testament. 
They would not have known what 
he was talking about. He talked 
to them about the God who cre- 
ated all things and gives life and 
breath to everybody, and gives His 
rain to the just and unjust alike. 


Then he even shows his famili- 
arity with the pagan poets. and 
quotes from them, and in that way 
finds a point of contact, and so 
he drives the truth home to the 
Gentiles. He was ‘made all things 
to all men.’ He says to those that 
are under the law, ‘I became as 
under the law.’ If he went to a 
Jewish home, or if he invited a 
Jew to come and eat with him, 
he would not set before him roast 
pork and say, ‘Now I want to 
preach the gospel to you.’ With 
the stench of that pork before 
him, there would be no use trying’ 
to preach the gospel to that Jew. 
He would not: get it over at all. 
So he says “To the Jew, I became 
as a Jew.” He followed the Jew- 
ish customs when he was with the 
Jewish people, and _ presented 
things from the Jewish standpoint. 
To those who were under law, he 
became as under law. He submit- 
ted himself to regulations from 
which he was otherwise free, in 
order that he might help and bless 
his brethren. On the other hand 
he says to thése who were without 
law, ‘I became as without law.’ 
What does he mean? That he 
became lawless? Not at all. He 
says, ‘Not as being lawless, but 
as being without law,’ (or as it 
might read as being enlawed’ or 
legitimately subject) to Christ.” 


See where Paul was. Look, over 
here is the Jew; he is under law. 
Over here is the Gentile; he is 
without law. Well, where was-Paul 
then? Where was he? He was 
not without law. Where was he? 
Well, he stood right in between. 
He says, ‘I am legitimately sub- 


ject to Christ. I am under Christ. 


But now as Christ’s and as subject 
to Him, I can go over to the Jew, 
and I can meet him on his ground. 
I can go over to the Gentile, and 
I can meet him on his ground. All 
things to all men, if by any means 
I might save some.’ 


That does not, of course, mean 
that he would stoop to anything 
sinful, or anything wicked, or any- 
thing worldly. And if the legalist 
would try to bind him according 
to his legal notions, he refuses that 
as we get it in the epistle to the 
Galatians. He was delivered from 


the people and from the nations 


and yet he made himself servant 
oe. 

That is a great thing there, you 
know. It is so possible for a mis- 
sionary to hinder his own work 
by antagonizing harmless customs 


which heathen people have fol- 
lowed all their life by trying, in 
other words, to make Americans 
out of savages of the Congo. We 
are not sent to try to make Amer- 
icans out of people; we are not 
sent to try to bring our civilization 
to people. We are sent to pro- 
claim the gospel of the Grace of 


God. And then, when men receive 
that, their customs will soon ac- 
cord with the gospel message. 


Ill THE PREACHER’S MESSAGE 


But now, the message itself: he 
is to go to men to open their eyes, 
and to turn them from darkness 
to light and from the power of 
Satan, unto God,” To open their 
eyes—that implies that men are 
blind, and that is a fact. Now 
you are not going to help a blind 
man by scolding him, and so Paul 
did not go to poor, lost, sinful 
men and scold them because of 


ness.* You hear him standing on 
Mars’ Hill. He knew all the cor- 
ruption that prevailed on every 
hand, but he said, “the times of 
this ignorance God winked at” or 
God overlooked, but “now com- 
mandeth all men everywhere to 
repent.” He went to men with 
a heart of deep sympathy as he 
recognized their ignorance and 
their weakness. He went to them 
with a heart yearning over them, 
knowing that only the truth of 
the gospel could ever be used to 
open their eyes. 

Don’t be surprised when you get 
talking to people about their souls 
if they do not see at once what 
seems so clear to you. Remember 
this fact that the God of this 
world hath blinded the eyes of 
them that believe not, lest they 
should, behold the glory of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Go on in grace, 
ministering His Word and count 
on Him to use that Word to open 
blinded eyes. Because their eyes 
are blinded, they are in darkness. 
The Scripture presents darkness in 
several different ways. All men 
are naturally in the darkness hav- 
ing “their understanding darkened 
because of the blindness of their 
heart.” Whether Jew or Gentile, 


jit does not make any difference. 


They are all, by nature, in that 
darkened condition. But there is 
something more serious than that, 
and that is willful darkness. “Men 
love darkness rather than light be- 
cause their deeds are evil.” You 
come to them and you proclaim 
the truth and it condemns them, 
and they do not want to face it 
honestly. They turn away from 
the light and persist in going on 
in the darkness. That is a differ- 
ent thing than natural darkness; 
that is willful darkness. Then 
when men go on and on _persist- 
ently refusing the light, the time 
comes when God gives them up to 
judicial darkness. In the book of 
Jeremiah we read in the thirteenth 
chapter, ‘Give glory unto the Lord 
your Ged, before he cause darkness 

- » and while ye look for light, 
he turn it into darkness and the 
shadow of death.’ That is a very 
solemn thing. When men persist 


says, “Very well, if you do not 
want the light, you can have the 
darkness, I just give you up to it.” 
Heed His word before He causes 
darkness. Then final result of that 
is;—eternal darkness. We read in 
the Epistle of Jude, “wandering 
stars, to whom is reserved the 
blackness of darkness forever.” 
They were in darkness naturally; 
they went on in darkness wilfully; 
they were given up to’ darkness 
judicially; and they went out into 


might see the light! You and I 
have to go to them and carry the 
light of the Gospel of God. 


Next, we see that men are under 
the power of Satan, and we need 
to recognize that. When we are 
preaching the gospel, we are not 
merely dealing with natural men, 
but we are dealing with Satan- 
dominated men. That ‘is why we 
need the power of the Holy Ghost 
in our ministry. We are powerless 


to meet Satan. We are powerless 


their sinfulness and their wicked-. 


in rejecting the light until ‘God- 


darkness eternally. Oh, that men 


to deal with conditions like these; 
but in the energy of the Holy 
Spirit we can so present the Word 
that men will be delivered from 
the power of Satan. The Lord 
Jesus said, “Ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witness.” 
That is what we as Christians 


‘should be. Here are two men, and 


they may preach on exactly the 
same text, and their minds may 
run along the same way, and they 
may say almost the same things. 
The one stands up and gives his 
sermon and there is no impression 
made on anybody. The other 
stands up and covers practically 
the same ground, but he covers it 
in the energy of the Holy Ghost, 
and men and women are broken 
up, sinners are convicted, and souls 
are saved. I have prayed for years 
and I still pray, “God, don’t allow 
me to preach without the power 
of the Holy Ghost. Don’t let me 
just get in the habit of saying 
words — preaching sermons, but 
help me preach only in the Power 
of the Holy Spirit.” 


IV THE RESULTS TO BE. 
EXPECTED 


What will the result be? Men’s 
eyes will be opened; they will be 
turned from darkness to light, and 
from the power of ‘Satan unto God. 
Then what does God give them? 
“That they may receive forgive- 
ness of sins.” Men are 
and they need forgiveness, and 
thank God through the Lord Jesus 
Christ, we can offer forgiveness to 
all men, as Paul did, when he stood 


fin the synagogue at Antioch in 


Pisidia, and said, “Be it known 
unto you therefore, men and 
brethren, that through his man is 
preached unto you the forgiveness 
of sins: and by him all that be- 
live are justified from all things, 
from which ye could not be justi- 
fied by the law of Moses.” 


Justification of course is a legal 
term. It is the absolute clearing 
away of every charge so that the 
forgiven sinner stands before God 
just as clear as if he had never 
committed a sin at all. He is 
in Christ—justified in the risen 
Christ. “That they may receive 
forgiveness of sins, and inheritance 
among them which are sanctified 
by faith that is in me.” And who 
are the sanctified? Well, all be- 
lievers have been set apart to God 
in Christ, and both “the who sanc- 
tifies and they who are sanctified 
are all of one for which cause he 
is not ashamed to call brethren.” 
God has made Christ Jesus to be 
unto us who believe, wisdom, 
righteousness, sanctification, and 
redemption. Writing to the 
Corinthians, Paul says, “To them 
that are sanctified in Christ Jesus 
called to be saints, to all who in 
every place call upon the name of 
Jesus ...” They were sanctified 
in Christ Jesus. The moment you 
put your trust in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, you are set apart to God 
in Christ. That is the sanctifica- 
tion. We will be separated prac- 
tically from the things that once 
characterized us. But the great 
thing here is that we are set apart 
to God in Christ, and our inher- 
itance is absolgtely sure. In I 
Peter we read of an inheritance 
‘reserved for us in heaven’ and 
then we read, ‘Ye are kept by the 
power of God.’ The inheritance is 
kept for us and we are kept for 
the inheritance. This is what we can 
offer to sinful men. 


Now, the apostle Paul could say 
as he stood there before King 
Agrippa that day what I wish 
every one of us could say who 
have had the vision of the risen 
Christ and have brought to realize 
something of the need of a lost 
world. He said, “Whereupon, O 
king Agrippa, I was not disobe- 
dient unto the heavenly vision.” 
What a wonderful thing to be able 
to say as he looked: back over all 
the years since the Lord had called 
him! He said, ‘I have not been 
disobedient té the heavenly vision, 
but I showed first unto them. of 
Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and 
throughout all the coasts of Judaea, 
then to the Gentiles, that they

I want you to note that every- 
thing the wicked does is sin, 
Everything the wicked can do is 
sin. You can’t please God with 
your hands while you hate Him 
with your heart. You can’t please 
God by giving a quarter when you 
won't give Him your love. You 
can’t please God by giving a 
flower to a baby or a quarter to 
a widow while you cheat God out 
of the devotion and the honor that 
is due to Him from one of the 
creatures that He made.

standing room was taken and the 
doors had to be closed thirty min- 
utes before time for the song serv- 
ice to begin. An overflow crowd 
filled the auditorium of the nearby 
First Baptist Church which was 
connected up with the tabernacle 
by a public address system.” 

Brother Hankins goes on to say, 
“I made no attempt at sensational 
subjects, but preached on such 
subjects as, ‘Sin,’ ‘Depravity and 
the Lost Condition of Man;’ ‘Hell;’ 
‘The Certainty of Judgment for 
All;’ ‘Born Again and Know it;’ 
‘The Separated Spirit-filled Life;’ 
‘Personal Accountability to God;’ 
“Repentance, the Only Way Into 
God’s Favor,’ etc. I stayed with 
these old-fashioned themes 
throughout the campaign, and the 
people came and God blessed with 
souls saved every service.” 

Inquiry Room 

He tells us further that “there 
was a large room on either side 
of the platform. These were pro- 
vided with rugs and chairs and 
used as inquiry rooms. An altar 
eall was made every night. These 
rooms would accommodate about 
40 people each, and many nights 
both were filled to capacity.

prayer room without victory and 
two of them came back later and 


were saved. There were many 
outstanding conversions. One of 
the big men in General Motors 
Truck Factory was saved. I 
called him to the platform a night 
or two later and he gave a testi- 
mony that stirred the entire audi- 
ence. He had not been inside a 
church in fourteen years. He 
later brought his wife and mother, 
and both of them were happily 
saved. A man about fifty years 
old was saved and said: ‘I have 
been a drunkard practically all 
my life, but tonight I know Christ 
has saved me.’ 

“A women seventy-four was 
saved and came to the prayer 
room where I was working and 
sought me out to tell me how 
happy she was. Another woman 
sixty-five came to me in_ the 
prayer room and said: ‘My mother 
put me into the church as a little 
child, and all these years I have 
taken it for granted that I was 
a Christian, but since hearing you 
explain the way. of salvation, God 
has shown me that I am lost.’ 
She was gloriously saved. 


“One night the high school choir 
came to sing a special number 
and fourteen of them found the 
Lord. There were instances of 
whole families being saved.” 


Children’s Meetings 


“One of the outstanding fea- 
tures of the campaign,” says 
Brother Hankins, “was the service 
each afternoon for the children 
and young people. These were 
led by Rev. and Mrs. Harold Alex- 
ander, who also had charge of the 
music for the campaign. There 
were more than 1,100 present at 
the first service and the peak at- 
tendance reached more than 2,500. 
Rev. Alexander is quite a profi- 
cient amateur magician, but all 
his tricks teach some Bible truth 
or illustrate the plan of salvation. 
Mrs. Alexander used the Flannel 
Board Talks most effectively. At 
no time was a public invitation 
given in these meetings. The chil- 
dren and young people were told 
each time that those who were 
really interested in being saved 
might stay after the service and 


go into the inquiry room. — All 


were given ample time to go out 
with the crowd. 

“After all others had left the 
tabernacle, those who had volun- 
tarily gone to the inquiry room 


were instructed and dealt with. 
There was quite a group every 
afternoon. An accurate record of 
all who professed faith in Christ 
was not kept, but some eight or 
ten pastors who helped regularly 
in these meetings agreed that 400 
would be a conservative estimate. 
“A record was made of all un- 
churched children and young peo- 
ple who came to these meetings, 
the names and addresses typed 
and turned over to the campaign 
committee for follow up work.” 


% Results 


Following this, Evangelist 
Hankins says, “The report of the 
committee to the cooperating 
churches states that there were 
402 cards signed in the inquiry 
room and an estimated 400 pro- 
fessions in the afternoon meetings. 
There were 20 other conversions 
reported to me by those who were 
saved in their homes, making a 
total known professions of 822. 
There were also some 200 or 300 


who agreed to start family altars 


in their homes.” 


Committee’s Report 

“The committee’s report con- 
tains . the following statement: 
‘Dr. Hankins proved to be a very 
capable preacher, filled with the 
Holy Spirit and with a real burden 
for souls. The Alexanders were 
unusual, and the three made an 
evangelistic team which will long 
be remembered in Pontiac. We 
all are praising God for the vic- 
tories won during the days of this 
campaign. Eternity alone will re- 
veal all that was accomplished in 
recent weeks in Pontiac. In addi- 
tion to the individual decisions 
that were made there has de- 
veloped a closer spirit of co-opera- 
tion among the churches of Pon- 
tiac, for which we all have been 
praying.” 

In addition to this splendid re- 
port from Dr. Hankins and the 
Committee which sponsored the 
meeting, we have received re- 
ports from various pastors who 
assisted in the campaign. I am 
sure you will be pleased to note 
these whole-hearted expressions of 
approval, so we present them as 
a testimony to the effectiveness of 
this great union meeting.
